BY USSR) WHICH APPEARS TO OFFER SOME POSSIBILITIES FOR 
AGREEMENT, PARTICULARLY IF MODIFIED ALONG LINES OF UNGA 
RES 3085. TEXTS FOLLOW:

EVERY STATE HAS THE DUTY TO CO-OPERATE IN PROMOTING 
A STEADY AND INCREASING EXPANSION AND LIBERALIZATION OF 
WORLD TRADE AND AN IMPROVEMENT IN THE WELFARE AND LIVING 
STANDARDS OF ALL PEOPLES, AND IN ACHIEVING A BETTER 
FRAMEWORK WITHIN WHICH INTERNATIONAL TRADE IS EVOLVED. 

TO THIS EFFECT, STATES SHOULD UNDERTAKE CO-ORDINATED 
EFFORTS TO SOLVE, IN AN EQUITABLE WAY, THE TRADE PROBLEMS 
OF ALL COUNTRIES, WITH DUE REGARD TO THE PARTICULAR TRADE 
PROBLEMS OF THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. IN THIS UNDER- 
TAKING ADDITIONAL BENEFITS FOR THE INTERNATIONAL TRADE 
OF THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES SHOULD BE SECURED IN THE 
FORM OF A SUBSTANTIAL INCRASE OF THEIR EXPORT EARNINGS, 

A DIVERSIFICATION OF THEIR EXPORTS, AN ACCELERATTION OF 
THE RATE OF INCREASE OF THEIR TRADE. THROUGH THE ADOPTION 
OF SPECIAL MEASURES IN FAVOUR OF THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, 
WITH DUE REGARD TO THEIR DEVELOPMENT NEEDS, AN INCREASE 
IN THEIR POSSIBILITIES OF PARTICIPATION IN THE EXPANSION 
OF WORLD TRADE, AND A BETTER BALANCE BETWEEN DEVELOPED
